First term Wayne County Com¬ 
missioner John Sullivan (D- 
Wayne) and his challenger Rob 
Bovitz (R-Canton) will battle 
next Tueday as Romulus voters 
turn out to face another blanket 
long list of candidates and public 
issues. 

The contest for the two year 
county commission term will pro¬ 
vide a major challenge for local 
voters - as they select who will be 
their voice on county road, Detroit 
Metro Airport and other western 
Wayne County issues. 

Local election precincts will be 
open from 7 am. to 8 p.m. on Tues¬ 
day 

Other key parts of Tuesday’s 
ballots are two state and two coun¬ 
ty proposal issues. 

The most controversial are the 
state proposals, namely. Proposal 
00-1 known as the school voucher 
issue, and Proposal 00-2 known as 
the home rule issue. 

City voters also will cast their 
ballots for their choice for Presi¬ 
dent with six options facing them: 
including Vice President A1 Gore, 
Texas Gov. George Bush and 
Green Party candidate Ralph 
Nader. 

Incumbent U.S. Senator 
Spencer Abraham, a Republican, 
faces six challengers including 
Democrat Debbie Stabenow. 

Another incumbent, Congress- 
woman Lynn River, a Democrat, 
faces four challengers including 
Republican Carl E Berry 

In one of the quieter races of 
the day, State Rep. Raymond 
Basham (D-Taylor) faces twin 
challeges from Republican 
Robert Chmielewski and Liber¬ 
tarian Kenneth Reyes. 

Other heavy favorites seeking 
Romulus votes are Michael E. 
Duggan, Democratic candidate

Inkster Mayor Hilliard 
Hampton, Jr. told council 
members and a audience of 
citizens that he was extremely 
impressed with a program im¬ 
plemented in High Point, 
North Carolina on Community 
Policing. 

The first-term mayor point¬ 
ed out that though many cities 
and townships across the 
country have implemented “a 
community policing program”, 
Hampton said, “the entire (po¬ 
lice) department, and not a se¬ 
lected few, operate on the 
Community Policing theory. 

“Officers are assigned to a 
section of the city where they 
get to know the residents and 
the business owners and man¬ 
agers,” Hampton continued. 
“The officers provide one-on- 
one service to the people in 
their section. The officers 
treat people as their cus¬ 
tomer, and bend over back¬ 
wards to assist them.” 

Hampton, along with first- 
term council member Marcus 
Hendricks, made the trip to 
High Point, a city of about 
82,000 residents that encom¬ 
passes 32 square miles. 

Inkster was one of the first 
cities in the state, if not the 
nation to implement Commu¬ 
nity Policing, thanks to the ef¬ 
forts of Inkster Police Chief 
Terry Colwell, who managed 
to secure funds for the pro¬ 
gram via federal grants. 

Hampton said that Inkster’s 
program has reaped benefits, 
but he would like to see it ex¬ 
panded, copied if necessary, 
under the auspices of the 
High Point program. 

In a period when Inkster is 
considering downsizing its 
public housing units, where, 
according to a former council¬ 
man 87 percent of the local 
crime is generated, Inkster 
should look to the High Point 
experience for solutions to its

local programs. 

“Any reports that are taken 
in the public housing sector 
are forwarded to the respec¬ 
tive site manager for disposi¬ 
tion by the Public Housing 
Commission,” Hampton 
stressed. “All felony reports 
are forwarded to the respec¬ 
tive investigative units where 
they are assigned as a priority 
case. 

“In an event of a serious 
crime, such as homicide, 
felony assault, rape, burglary 
and arson, the Violent 
Crimes Task Force is immedi¬ 
ately notified and that unit, 
which is comprised of Hous¬ 
ing Offices, the DEAA, ATF 
and the FBI then floods the 
area and conducts ‘Knock and 
talk’ sessions. 

The Inkster mayor stressed 
that the knock and talk tech¬ 
nique is a door-to-door 
swarming of law enforcement 
in quest for evidence and sus¬ 
pects to solve the incident. 

The approach by law en¬ 


forcement in High Point when 
they address a citizen is as 
follows: ' I know that you as a 
resident in this area are tired 
of the criminal activity that 
occurs here. We just want you 
to know that we are here to as¬ 
sist you in making this a safer 
area to live in and any assis¬ 
tance that you can give us will 
help us in making this a reali¬ 
ty.” 

Hampton said “High Point 
gets results.” 

The Inkster mayor urged 
the media to “spread the 
news” and then “hopefully we 
may also implement a similar 
program locally and in nearby 
communities.”

I saw a placard the other day 
asking,’’Who Let the Dogs Out?” The sign, 
a takeoff on the BaHa Men’s popular song, 
was making reference to those in support 
of the voucher proposal. Unfortunately, lo¬ 
cally that’s about as wicked as any local 
campaign has gotten. Many slots find the 
candidate running totally unopposed, as 
in most of the Van Buren Township con¬ 
tests, or the race was decided at the Pri¬ 
mary level. 

One race that has drawn some fire is 
the County Commission seat currently 
held by John Sullivan, a Democrat from 
Wayne. He is being challenged by Rob 
Bovitz, an accountant from Canton. In a 
campaign that has included a lot of name 
calling and grandstanding, more probably 
from Bovitz than from Sullivan, we see a 
wire to wire race shaping up that might go 
the way of the Presidential Election. 

Our choice, here, is Bovitz. In the mold 
of Bruce Patterson and Loren Bennett, 
when they first ran for office, Bovitz is 
high energy, calling out his opponent at 
every opportunity. This has angered some, 
but we would like to see this energy at the 
Commission, versus the McNamara ma¬ 
chine. 

In the other area County Commission 
race, veteran Kay Beard is being chal¬ 
lenged by Republican, William Steele. Af¬ 
ter her 71 to 28 per cent Primary victory 
over popular Westland Mayor Robert 
Thomas, we pity Mr. Steele. Beyond her 
ability to swamp her opponents, Beard is 
a terrific representative for the people of 
her district, and should be returned to of¬ 
fice without question. 

At the State Representative level, West- 
land City Council member Gienn Ander¬ 
son ironically is facing off against fired 
Westland clerk, Patricia Gibbons, a Re¬ 
publican. We say ironic because Anderson 
was one of Gibbons’ most vocal supporters 
when the majority on Council unceremo¬ 
niously dumped her. 

We ask voters to send Glenn Anderson 
to Lansing. Always prepared and thor¬ 
ough, Anderson has a better command of 
the issues than any of his council coun¬ 
terparts. Although he usually tows the De¬ 
mocratic line, he can be vociferously inde¬ 
pendent when it is in the best interest of 
his constituents. 

On the other hand, Gibbons, although 
well-liked, has not held political office 
and does not have a great grasp of state¬ 
wide issues. She would better serve her 
constituency by starting her political ca¬ 
reer at the city or county level. 

State Representative Bruce Patterson, a 
Canton Republican, is being challenged 
by Mickey Walsh. Patterson, with a largely 
Republican district, is expected to win 
this race handily. We would chastise Pat¬ 
terson a little bit, however. Lately he has 
flip-flopped on some issues, and is often 
difficult to track down. Walsh deserves 
credit for mounting a grass-roots cam¬ 
paign even though odds are stacked 
against success. 

And in the State Representative district 
that was held by Wayne’s Tom Kelly, for¬ 
mer Garden City Mayor, Jim Plakas is op¬ 
posed by Republican Delvyn Rockwell. 
The real contest was in August, and 
Plakas plastered Ken Warfield. Rockwell 
won’t be any different. We support Plakas 
and expect he will represent us well in

Or maybe it is be¬ 
cause her voting record is solidly indepen¬ 
dent. 

Berry with little money and no history 
of holding public office has little chance 
to unseat Rivers. However, he does de¬ 
serve credit for knocking on doors, to the 
tune of 70 hours a week. Despite those ef¬ 
forts, we throw our solid support behind 
Rivers, and ask voters to do the same. 

Canton Township has a couple of Demo¬ 
cratic candidates for a Board that is 100 
per cent Republican at this point. Two- 
term incumbent treasurer Elaine Kirch- 
gatter is being challenged by corporate fi¬ 
nancial officer, Steven Kiljanczyk. Tech¬ 
nology, or the lack thereof is Kiljanczyk’s 
rallying cry. He bemoans Canton’s inabili¬ 
ty to accept automated payments. Addi¬ 
tionally, he would seek money for more 
fire stations and street repairs. 

We support Kirchgatter, who has served 
the township adequately for eight years. 
She has made great strides in making her 
office more citizen-friendly and boosts of 
a AA credit rating, the highest of any 
township in the state. 

Five candidates are running for four 
trustee seats on the board. Four candi¬ 
dates are incumbent Republicans and one 
is a challenging Democrat. We recommend 
voters elect the lone Democrat, Thomas 
Hartnett, an attorney with the Friend of 
the Court, to one of the trustee posts. 
Hartnett is a strong advocate of limited 
development and has vocally criticized 
the Board for being a rubber stamp to 
some builders. 

We also recommend incumbents Melis¬ 
sa McLaughlin, Phil LaJoy and Robert 
Shefferly be returned to their seats. All 
are longtime residents of Canton, LaJoy 
since 1976, Shefferly came in 1972, and 
McLaughlin dug roots in 1962. 

The Supervisor’s position is being con¬ 
tested in Van Buren Township where in¬ 
dependent candidate Kenneth Landstrom 
is running against longtime Township 
Clerk Cindy King. Landstrom is a Romu¬ 
lus police officer who has been a vocal 
supporter of the Belleville police in their 
battle with the City. King has been clerk 
for eight years and knows the ins-and-outs 
of the township better than most. She will 
make a fine supervisor and we heartily 
support her. 

We could go on. There are numerous 
proposals, candidates for judge and coun¬ 
ty positions, write-ins in Sumpter, etc., etc. 
But we would do you a disservice in many 
instances, because we know some of the 
state and county candidates less than you 
do. What we suggest is that you retain a 
sample ballot, study it at length and make 
informed choices when you go to the polls, 
Tuesday, November 7. 
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Dialogue should clear up 
racial profiling perceptions 



Harold Fowler deserves 
better. Thanks to a political 
shakeup in Westland, he may 
finally get it. 

The former University of 
Michigan professor turne^f 
Westland Police-Community 
Relations Committee mem¬ 
ber, has earned a dignified 
retirement. 

Instead, he finds himself cross-examined 
by angry citizens wanting to know why for¬ 
mer Westland City Council President Trav 
Griffin denied minority citizens, most of 
them longtime Westland residents, a city 
council study session about perceptions of 
racial profiling in Westland. 

“I was asked to serve on the committee 
and I agreed,” said Fowler, who, as a former 
Inkster school board member, has navigated 
stormier seas and battled nastier pirates be¬ 
fore. 

But Fowler had nothing to do with Grif¬ 
fin’s decision to dodge the citizens’ request 
for a study session after racial profiling 
questions bubbled in the wake of the June 3 
traffic stop arrest of Willie Slater, an 
African-American chemical engineer who 
was visiting Detroit from Houston. 

Slater claimed that he was stopped for 
driving while black. 

Police said they stopped Slater for driving 
a BMW because a pine tree shaped air 
freshener dangled from the rear view mir¬ 
ror. 

With good people on both sides disagree¬ 
ing, this was probably a mutual misunder¬ 
standing. 

But instead of calling for a study session 
where both sides could hash out the mutual 
misunderstandings, Griffin created the 
sham Westland Police-Community Relations 
Committee to try and solve a political prob¬ 
lem -- he was being recalled. Eventually he 
succumbed to gloom and resigned, ending 
his political problem, but creating another 
one as polite study session requests turned 
into angry demands. Secondhand racial pro¬ 
filing tales spread. Rumors spread. 

Worse, because Griffin wouldn’t allow po¬ 
lice their best shot: to meet with residents at 
a study session, look them in the eye, and 
explain that Westland police have no racial 
profiling policy. And he wouldn’t allow po¬ 
lice their best shot to explain that the US 


partment of Justice is training 
every Westland cop, from the 
rawest rookie up to Police 
Chief Emery Price, in commu¬ 
nity relations for six hours. 

Griffin decision also denied 
police officers a chance to fer¬ 
ret out the roots of the minori¬ 
ty residents’ misunderstand¬ 
ings of police policies and realities. 

“People accuse us of simply stopping mi¬ 
nority drivers because of their race and no 
other reasons, but I’m telling you that we do 
not condone this nor do I know of anyone in 
law enforcement who does,” said Chief 
Price. 

How else except through a dialogue can 
he find out why some people don’t under¬ 
stand this? 

Denied a dialogue, frustrated residents 
descended on council meetings and com¬ 
plained, but they hit a brick wall. 

More frustrated, the same residents ap¬ 
peared at committee meetings, repeating 
the complaints to the volunteer committee 
members who had nothing to do with the 
committee’s creation. 

This was the situation that Fowler found 
himself in when new Council President San¬ 
dra Cicirelli stepped in and called for a 
study session. 

At first, she called for a mutant study ses¬ 
sion, one without a dialogue. The mutated 
session format would have allowed the mi¬ 
nority residents to ask questions but not re¬ 
ceive immediate answers. 

“This is not good,” said Sherry Douglas, 
spokesperson for the minority group, who 
wondered why her group couldn’t get an un¬ 
restricted study session like developers or 
city venders always get. 

But mounting opposition to the mutant 
study has convinced Cicirelli that there 
must be some dialogue at the study session. 

“I think that a discussion is necessary,” 
she now says. Howeverv x the exact format 
hasn’t been decided. 

By bringing both parties to the table, Ci¬ 
cirelli has an opportunity to end the need¬ 
less friction between minority residents and 
Westland police officers. 

If so, perhaps Harold Fowler can then re¬ 
tire happy.

According to an article in the 
October 28th Detroit News, mem¬ 
bers of the Detroit Board of Po¬ 
lice Commissioners expressed 
“concerns” about some of the 66 
police officers promoted to the 
ranks of lieutenant, sergeant and 
detective last FViday. 

Although prohibited by law 
from discussing specific person¬ 
nel, serious chaises such as us¬ 
ing their guns to threaten people 
while off duty and assaulting pri¬ 
vate citizens by some of the offi¬ 
cers promoted were among the 
concerns voiced. 

The truly outrageous part of 



this story, if true, is the statement 
that, “the department’s contract 
with the police union requires 
that officers be promoted as a 
group based on factors such as 
test scores, but their disciplinary 
records cannot be considered.” 

At a time when serious ques¬ 


tions are being raised about use of 
excessive force by some police of¬ 
ficers (including shooting deaths), 
it boggles the mind to find that 
such incidents can not be taken 
into consideration in promotions 
where officers have been disci¬ 
plined. (Lack of discipline and 
thorough investigation of inci¬ 
dents is another issue being de¬ 
bated.) 

Who should be held account¬ 
able for this outrage and how can 
it be corrected. Let’s start at the 
beginning. 

Union officials who inserted 
such a provision in contract de¬ 


mands should be immediately re¬ 
placed by the rank and file and 
negotiations be opened to delete 
it 

Police officials who approved 
or acquiesced to the provision and 
recommended it to the City Coun¬ 
cil for approval should be fired. 

Any council member who 
knowingly voted to approve a con¬ 
tract with that provision should 
either resign or be recalled. 

With all the problems extant in 
the Detroit Police Department, we 
don’t need bad cops being pro¬ 
moted to positions of higher au¬ 
thority.

Well, I went there and I 
met with the person Commis¬ 
sioner Sullivan said to talk 
to. I was able to get MEPPS 
(Michigan Emergency Phar¬ 
maceutical Program for Se¬ 
niors) vouchers to help with 
my prescriptions. I didn’t 
know anything about these 
programs until I talked with 
my Commissioner John Sulli¬ 
van. 

I could tell by talking with 
him that he is a very compas¬ 
sionate, caring and under¬ 
standing person who really 
cares about the people he 
represents. I am very grateful 


to him for helping me with my 
situation. 

I can honestly say that 
Wayne County Commissioner 
John Sullivan is a dedicated, 
hardworking public servant 
who deserves to be re-elect¬ 
ed.

Now is the time to decide the future of welfare reform 


To the editor: 

As a private citizen and as 
director of the Michigan Fam¬ 
ily Independence Agency, I 
would like to offer your read¬ 
ers my personal perspective 
on welfare reform in this 
state and the nation. 

Vice President A1 Gore is 
trying to take credit for wel¬ 
fare reform despite the fact 
that the Clinton-Gore Admin¬ 
istration vetoed welfare re¬ 
form twice, and then only 
signed it after being told an¬ 
other veto could cost them 
the 1996 election. Let’s get 
this straight once and for all: 
A Republican Congress and 
forward thinking Governors - 
like John Engler, Tommy 
Thompson and George W. 
Bush - directed the efforts to 
dismantle a system that 
bribed families into self-de¬ 
feating behaviors and led to a 
never-ending cycle of depen¬ 
dency. 

But it’s no surprise that 
Gore wants to step in and take 
credit now. The efforts to re¬ 
duce public assistance by en¬ 
couraging recipients to enter 
the workforce and strive for 
economic self-sufficiency 
have been extremely success¬ 
ful. Even long-time welfare 
advocates are convinced the 
old system trapped people in 
dependence and reform has 
given them the push they 
needed. 

From a peak caseload of 
more than a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion in 1994, Michigan has 
achieved a 70 percent reduc¬ 
tion in active welfare cases, 
the lowest number since 1970. 
Governor Tommy Thompson 


of Wisconsin reduced welfare 
dependence and cut his 
state’s child poverty rate in 
half. And a recent study 
ranked Texas one of only ten 
“highly successful” states in 
reducing welfare rolls. Under 
Governor Bush, welfare rolls 
were cut by more than half 
while poverty has decreased 
17 percent, outpacing the na¬ 
tional decrease. 

States now have the ability 
to experiment with a variety 
of promising approaches that 
are critical to the long-term 
success of current welfare re¬ 
form efforts. Michigan’s cre¬ 
ative and innovative ap¬ 
proaches, such as Project Ze¬ 
ro and the Summer Project 
2000 have definitely con¬ 
tributed to our success. Pro¬ 
ject Zero identifies and elimi¬ 
nates barriers to employment 
at the community level. So far, 
78 sites across the state have 
reported that all those re¬ 
quired to work have earnings. 

This year’s eight-week 
Summer Project helped non¬ 
working welfare families ad¬ 
dress barriers to employment 
through participation in com¬ 
prehensive services for the 
entire family. The project 
components provided a full 
range of job readiness skills, 
education, health, recre¬ 
ational, family growth and de¬ 
velopment activities and oth¬ 
er services. 

If the Clinton-Gore Admin¬ 
istration had gotten away 
with their vetoes, none of this 
would have been possible. In 
fact, I worry that a Gore Ad¬ 
ministration will force us to

The showdown for Glenn is 1 
p.m. on Saturday at DCC’s 
Hilbert Junior High (off of 
Beech Daly, between 5 and 6 
Mile Roads), while Canton has a 
7:30 p.m. date with the Ann Ar¬ 
bor Huron River Rats.

WCCC District requests 
1.5 mil tax increase 


Citing great improvements 
to class offerings and student 
services, Wayne County Com¬ 
munity College District is ask¬ 
ing voters to approve a perma¬ 
nent 1.5 mil tax increase next 
week. 

The proposition, known as 
“Education First,” would en¬ 
able WCCCD to establish a 
fund for capital improvements 
and program developments. 

WCCCD’s chancellor, Dr. 
Curtis Ivery, has stated that 
the college has made tremen¬ 
dous strides in the past five 
years, “establishing a power¬ 
ful and empowering presence 
throughout Wayne County.” 

He cited the college’s re¬ 
cent 10-year accreditation 
from the Commission on Insti¬ 
tutions of Higher Education, 
the college’s increased enroll¬ 
ment (it now serves some 
20,000 students per year), and 
the school’s 20 new programs. 

Ivery said, “While WCCCD 
has been able to respond to 
the educational needs of the 
community, the physical state 
of its five campuses remains 
an obstacle to progress....the 
College has been unable to 
apply preventive maintenance 
measures on all of the campus 
building because it could only 
make repairs to facilities and 
equipment as they broke 


down.” 

The $100 million in new tax 
dollars would tackle some 
fairly lofty projects, such as a 
new building for the North¬ 
west Campus in northwest De¬ 
troit, a new multi-purpose 
performing artsfconferencefousiness 
services center at the Downriver 
vices center at the Downriver 
Campus in Taylor, and repairs 
and computer technology cen¬ 
ters at each campus. 

The 1.5 mil increase would 
cost a Wayne County home- 
owner with a house with an 
assessed value of $100,000 
about $37.30 a year. 

Critics of the millage, while 
acknowledging that the col¬ 
lege has taken strides to im¬ 
prove services and its reputa¬ 
tion, say that requesting an 
250 per cent increase over the 
college’s current millage rate 
is inappropriate, as is the re¬ 
quest to make the increase 
permanent, “given the col¬ 
lege’s shaky history....the col¬ 
lege needs to break these pro¬ 
grams apart and offer them to 
voters in cleanly accountable 
packages: a long-term operat¬ 
ing millage, returning to vot¬ 
ers at least once a decade, 
and separate capital improve¬ 
ment program that also ad¬ 
heres to a timetable.” (The 
Detroit Free Press).
